Jacksonville, Fla., December 13.—The Cu- 
bans of this city will tomorrow night have 
a torchlight procession and a great mass 
meeting of citizens to express their indigna- 
tion at the cowardly assassination of Gen- 
eral Maceo and the uncivilized methods of 
warfare practiced by the Spaniards under 
General Weyler in Cuba. 

Speeches will be made by prominent 
Americans as well as Cubans. Joaquin 
Fortun, the president of El Circulo Cubana, 
and one of the representatives of the junta 
in Florida, said today: 

“The cowardly murder of the gallant Ma- 
ceo by the Spaniards does not go very far 
to prove ‘the splendid patriotism and chival- 
ry’ of the Spaniards, mentioned in the pres- 
ident’s message.”’ 

He gave several instances of Spanish 
treachery during the last ten years’ war in 
Cuba and recalled that when Generals Jose 
Maceo, Quillermo Moncada and Quintin 
Bandera celebrated a treaty of peace with 
Spain in 1879, they were promised that if 
they laid down their arms they and their 
families would be permitted to embark to 
Santiago de Cuba, and the government 
would pay their passage to any country 
they wished to go to. They embarked but 
all were immediately put in chains and 
sent to African prisons. 

In 1869 many suspects were arrested at 
Santiago de Cuba and carried to Manzanil- 
la and Ziguani and there beaten and put 
to death in the most brutal manmer.

When Surprised by Large Squad of 
County Officers. 


NEGROES USE CLUBS: OFFICERS USE PISTOLS 


Outlaws Finally Surrender and Are 
Locked in Station House—Offi- 
cer Painfully Hurt. 


The county officers, under command. of 
Chief Verner, had a veritable pitctied battle 
with a gang of negro gamblers on some old 
breastworks, a mile west of East Point, 
yesterday at noon, The fight was most des- 
perate and several of the officers were more 
or less painfully injured. ‘ 

About ll o’clock yesterday morning Chief 
Verner received information that a crowd 
of negroes were engaged ip @ “skin” game 
in the woods at the above place, He imme- 
diately summoned Officers Mills, Poole, Os- 
borne, Connolly and Turner, and started 
for the scene on horsebeck. As the squad 
passed Bast Point they were joined by Mar- 
shal Morris. 

The negroes had anticipated a probable 
attack and were intrenched behind the 
breastworks in a thick wood on the side of 
a hill. The officers gained the bottom of 
the hill without flushing their game, but re- 
alized it would be impossible to surround 
the negroes, arid that an open charge could 
only effect their capture, 

From where the officers stood it was Im- 
possible to see anything but the heads of 
the gamblers, from the fymber of which it 
looked as if an army might be behind the 
works, as in the days of the sixties. The 
muzzles of several shotguns could be seen 
over the mound of dirt, but it was impossi- 
ble to tell how well the negroes were armed, 

Officers Make a Charge. 

Chief Verner commanded his men to 
march, and the seven policemen proceeded 
at a run toward the breastworks with pis- 
tols ready for action. In an instapt terror 
spread among the dusky gamblers and some 
of the less courageous fled to the woods, 
but the majority ducked behind the breast- 
works and “waited to see the whites of the 
enemies eyes.”’ 

The negroes waited wntil the policemen 
stepped over the breastworks and ordered 
“hands up!’ 

But the negroes’ hands never went up. In- 
stead, they grabbed their clubs, razors and 
guns, ready for the occasion. Then ensued 
a desperate battle. The officers used their 
clubs and pistols with telling effect on the 
negroes’ heads, while the negroes also got 
in some effective work in the same manner. 

Several of the negroes tried to shoot the 
policemen with shot guns, but were pre- 
vented by the latter, who grabbed and heid 
on to the weapons with a firm grip. After 
a struggle of probably five minutes, three 
officers fire@ their pistols in the air, which 
had a quieting effect on the crap shooters. 
They then surrendered, where handcuffed 
and in a short while locked behind the bars 
at the Atlanta station house. 

Eight prisoners were caught, and they 
game their names as Jim Gardner, Frank 
Hughly, Thomas Barnett, Boss Carmichael, 
Charles Whittaker, Will Cathorn, Luke 
Richardson and Bud Pitts. Nearly all were 
struck by Ddillies and their heads skinned. 

Officers Scratched and Bruised. 

Nearly all the officers sustained various 
cuts and bruises and plainly showed the 
effects of their desperate struggle. They 
are determined to break up gaming in this 
county and are making some good strides 
in that direction, notwithstanding the raids 
are exceedingly dangerous. 

The prisoners will be given preliminary 
hearings today before Justice Cook, and 
will be prosecuted to the fullest extent of 
the iuw. The evidence is positive agains 
them, and there is little douht of thei 
conviction.

CONSTABLE BROWN KILLS KELLY 


Officer Shoots a Man Who Was Sup- 
posed to Have Whisky. 

Charleston, 8. C., December 13.—A special 
to The News and Courier from Cheraw, 8. 
C., says that the usually quiet town of 
Chesterfield is all excited over a fatal 
shooting that took place last evening. 

It is claimed that much of.the contraband 
whisky brought into this section of the state 
eomes from the distilleries on the state 
line. Recently Marshal “Pink” Brantley, 
of Chesterfield, attempted to capture a man 
named Clark, passing through the streets 
with some in a buggy, and the effort re- 
sulted in the shooting and severe wounding 
of Clark by the marshal. Soon after this 
reports were rife of the extensiveness of 
the hauling through Chesterfield and a few 
days ago State Constable George J. Brown 
turned up there and has been on fhe look- 
out since, Early the past week he, with a 
party, captured a lot of the “stuff,” com- 
mitted to jail several parties and warrants 
were tssued for still others: Following close 
On all this the constable had pointed out to 
him yesterday a map driving through town 
in a buggy with fodder tied on behind and 
was told that if he watched for him on his 
return hé would probably be able to make 
another capture. The constable summoned 
Deputies Press Douglass, Swinnie and Dock 
Chapman and stationed himself and party 
on the road leading to the town and along 
which .the buggy would have to pass on Its 
return. Near nightfall the man was sight- 
ed. The four officers stationed themselves 
all on one side of the road, so that in case 
of any shooting they would not hit each 
other. As the man in the buggy neared 
them, Constable Brown says that he or- 
dered him to throw up his hands and sur- 
render. He leaned over, and the constable 
Says, raised a long revolver and pointed 
it directly at him, and in an instant a 
shot was heard from one of the party and 
the man fell in hig buggy. The wounded 
man was found to be Press Kelly, from 
Darlington county. He was taken at once 
to jail and physicians summoned, who re- 
ported’ that he had evidently been shot 
with a shotgun, one shot entering just over 
the right eye, one over the left eye, and 
one on each side of the nose, The physi- 
clans pronounced the wounds fatal and it 
was not though Kelly would be alive today. 
The captured team and whisky are in the 
hands of the sheriff. Brown declines to say 
which one of the party did the shooting, 
but it could not have been him, for he says 
he was armed with two pistols, so that the 
fatal shot must have been Ttred by one of 
the deputies. Brown claims that he would 
have been killed had not the shot been fired 
by his party when it was, for Kelly had his 
pistol almost in Its face: The constable 
was advised to be on hig guard and change 
hig quarters last night_by some of the ofti- 
zens of the place, as Kelly is one of the 
Kelly brothers, of Kellytown, near Harts- 
ville, and they feared for his Safety.

MR, RICE 1$ WELCOMED TO ATLANTA 


The service of welcome to Rev. Theron H,. 
Rice was held last night at the Central 
Presbyterian church. There was a large 
attendance of the members of all the 
churches of the city. Many of the pastors 
of the different denominations were pres- 
ent. 

The services began at 7:30 o'clock and 
was an unusually interesting one.

After a selection by the choir, followed 
by the doxology, Rev. F. H. Gaines, of De- 
catur, invoked the spirit of God to guide 
the service, bless him about to enter a new 
field of usefulness, to strengthen the spirit 
of fraternity manifested in the occasion 
and to turn the feet ef the children of all 
nations “and races into paths of righteous- 
ness and truth. 

The congregation then rose and sang the

Dr. Barnett presented Rev. Henry Mc-

ald is an Irishman and he will give our 
brother a welcome as none but an Irish- 
man can give.’’

“It gives me special pleasure to meet with 
this congregation and to bear words of wel- 
come to him sent to fill this pulpit.

“I should be untrue to my own convic- 
tions if I did not say that with all my 
heart I welcome him who comes among 
us. He comes from a city that sprang 
from the very ashes of the war. I am glad 
he comes to make his home in Atlanta. I 
need say nothing of the glory of Atlanta. 
She is well enough advertised already, 
People build fine houses here and every- 
thing shows progress and prosperity. It is 
under these circumistances that people need 
the gospel most. Therefore I welcome you 
as a laborer in our midst. And may God 
bless you as you go out in your work. In 
the name of my people and in the name of 
the common Master I bid you welcome.” 

Dr. McDonald shook the hand of the 
new pastor and the. latter bowed his ac- 
knowledgment of the cordial greeting. 

Dr. Hopkins, of the First Methodist 
church, was then introduced. He said: 

‘To a member of my church I once re- 
marked about Dr. Barnett that he Was 
good enough to be a Methodist. ‘Yes,’ said 
the lady, ‘we need some that sort.’ So I 
have been careful about joking ever since. 

‘*'We welcome our brother to a great mili- 
tary encampment where each one has a du- 
ty to perform, Perhaps I should make the 
figure stronger and say that we welcome 
him to a great Daitlefield where is heard 
the tramp of the war horse, and, above 
all, the commanding voice of God, Perhaps 
I should say we welcome him to a flock of 
sheep where some wander away from the 
for. I welcome him to the fellowship that 
exists among the pastors of Atlanta. We 
are all going to victory and we. stand 
shoulder to shoulder. 

“There are signs in the air that mean 
much. I hear expressions that make me 
believe that we are on the eve of a great 
revival. This brother comes just in time 
to participate in the revival and we most 
cordially welcome him among us.’’ 

The next speaker was Rev. R. V. At- 
kisson, of the Central Congregational 
church. He said: 

“Close fellowship and sincere relationship 
exists between the Congregational and the 
Presbyterian churches. The Presbyterians 
and, Congregationalists have always co- 
operated.

"fo Hope Is Now Left to the Youthful 


Lawbreaker. 
HIS DOOM IS _ CERTAIN 


Bo* Recourse of Law Which Affords 
" the Slightest Hope. 


HIS FATHER IS STILL ROPEFUL, HOWEVER 


Believes That Something Will Inter- 
vwene To Save Tom from 
the Gallows. 


Tom Delk will hang at Zebulon next Fri- 


sday beyond any shadow of doubt. 


There seems to be not the slighest re- 
course for this doomed young man and un- 
less a miracle of fate is worked in his be- 
half he will go to the gallows just as the 
halidays are being ushered in. 

Colonel W. C. Glenn, who is the attorney 
for Taylor Delk, and who is making a 
strong effort to save the old man’s life, said 
yesterday that Tom Delk would hang. 

“Tom Delk will hang Friday,” said he. 
“There is no earthly hope for him to escape 
{t. There is no reason in law by which he 
can escape and unless the Governor shows 
him executive clemency, he is doomed. 
Executive clemency 1s something beyond 
the domain of law and cannot be reckoned 
about, but as I understand it, no move- 
ment to have the governor interfere has 
been-started and if there should be it does 
not seem that it would gain such strength 
as to amount to anything. 

“As to what Taylor Delk says about ap- 
pealing the case to the United States su- 
preme court, there is no ground for that— 
not the slightest. There is no hope in that 
direction and what Taylor said in his inter- 
view today I want to unsay.”’ 

Preparations for Delk’s execution are go- 
ing ahead at Zebulon and. no interference 
with the mandate of the court, either by a 
new trial or executive clemency, 1s expect- 
ed. Delk is reported to be in gloomy spir- 
its, feeling sure that his doom is sealed. 

Old Taylor Delk, here in the Atlanta jail, 
with the sentence of death hanging over 
him, has not lost hope for his son. He will 
not cease to believe that some process of 
law will intervene and save Tom from the 
gallows. The devotion which the old man 
has for his wild and wicked son is patheti- 
cally touching. He seems to be giving 
more attention to the plight of Tom than 
to his own case, the doom of his son being 
the more imminent. He talks almost con- 
Stantly of saving Tom and has fine hopes 
that.it will be done. But h's hopes are 
stronger than those of his attorneys. 

A vigorous fight will be made to get a new 
trial for old Taylor Delk. Several grounds 
will be urged, and the most important of 
these is now first published. Last Tuesday 
morning, the morning after the mob gath- 
ered in Zebulon to lynch old Taylor Delk, 
his attorneys made a motion before Judge 
Mar¢us Beck for a change of venue. They 
held that the manifestation of hostility and 
threatened violence rendered it not only im- 
possible for the prisoner to get justice in 
Pike county, but actually endangered the 
life of the defendant during the progress of 
the trial. 

This motion was overruled by Judge Beck 
and the trial proceeded. It will be strongly 
urged in the motion for a new trial, which 
was immediately entered by Delk’s attor- 
neys, that there was grave danger of Delk’s 
meeting death at the hands of a mob; that 
Delk had to be secretly carried from the 
jail under guard and hidden away in the 
woods to prevent the mob from taking 
him from the jail; that Judge Beck himself 
took up a Winchester and went to the jail, 
where he remained until after midn‘ght, to 
meet and disperse the meb, and that with 
feeling so inflamed against the defendant, 
as is shown by this manifestation, that it 
was impossible for a fair and unprejudiced 


. trial to be obtained. Other grounds for a 


new trial will be urged and the attorneys 
have every hope of gettfng one. They say 


* if a new trial is granted. Delk they will ask 


\ for a change of venue and will clear the 
old defendant. They say the evidence 
against him is insubstantial, flimsy and for 
the most part unworthy of belief. 

But while they are making a fight for 
old Taylor Delk, things look gloomy for 
Tom. The gallows is being made ready for 
him Friday and there is not one ray of 
hope that his life may be prolonged and 
that he will be given another chance for 
his neck. 

Tom Delk’s execution will remove a most 
remarkable character from tiie criminal) 
ranks of the state. He is a notable type of 
criminal. He lived during the greater part 
of Ais life in Atlanta. Atlantians will re- 
member the arrest of the noted Delk gang. 
wh‘th was accomplished by the local de- 
tective department in 1893. The gang was 
composed of JPotng boys of this city, aver- 
aging about nineteen years of age. Tom 
Delk, was the leader. 4s first lieutenant 
was John Moore, a young white man whose 
wife.became notorious in police circles. 

Many burglaries were traced to the doors 
of the Delk gang and the case was well 
worked up by Detectives Barrett, Looney, 
Cason and Bedford. Most of the members 
of the gang were. convicted and Moore and 
Delk eseaped from the Dade coal mines, 
after béing there about a year. About the 
time of their escape a younger brother of 
Tom Delk’s killed a negro in the Atlanta 
jail. Both were prisoners at the jail and 
had a quarrel. Delk stabbed the negro in 
the neck,. killing him almost instantly 

Tom Delk remained in hiding at his” fath- 
~er’s house.in Pike county for many weekg 
after escaping from the penitentiary and 
was in hiding there on the night of April 
2d last, when Sheriff Guinn and his pone 
. Call at the house to arrest Taylor Deik 
The Delks refused to let the sheriff and hig 
posse in the house. He walked to the 
Window of the house and had a conversa- 
tion with Tom Delk, during which he was 
informed that he could not enter the house.

Tom langford, who was in the house at 
the time, but who has never been captured, 
fired the shot Old Taylor Delk claims that

other trial. Delk’s lawyers claim they have 
strong evidence going to prove an alibi.

COLONEL BUCK IS AT WORK 


He and Pledger Are Still in Washing- 
ton in Behalf of Major Hanson. 


MANY GOVERNMENT CHANGES ARE EXPECTED 


Numerous Petitions Are Being Circu- 
lated on Behalf of Georgia Re- 
pwblican Candidates.

Colonel A. E. Buck, who has been in 
Washington several days in consultation 
with Mark Hanna and other leading repub- 
licans, will probably return home today. 
He may not reach Atlanta for several days, 
however, as his conference with republican 
leaders has been protracted longer than he 
thought when he left the city last week. 

When Colonel Buck made ‘his first visit 
to Washington after McKinley's election, 
it was said that he was one of the ‘cabinet 


possibilities, and this rumor gained strength 


until Colonel Buck returned, denying the 
story and stating positively that he was 
not desirous of the appointment, 

The ject of Colonel Buck’s, second trip 
was made known before he left Atlanta, 
and he is now in Washington in the in- 
terest of Major J. F. Hanson, of Macon. 
With Colonel Buck is W. A. Pledger, the 
well-known negro republican leader, and it 
is said both are putting forth every effort 
to have Major Hanson made a member 
of President McKinley’s cabinet. With 
what success these workers have met is 
not known. but it is thought that Major 
Hanson’s chances for a portfolio are very 
good indeed, and that he will be the man 
from the south who witil receive the high- 
est political honors in the gift of the 
party under the new administration. 

As soon as the result of the presidential 
election was knowm, the friends of Colonel 
Buck were unanimous in urging his ap- 
pointment to a cabinet chair by President- 
elect McKinley. From all portions of the 
state were letters and petitions, signed bv 
leading men of the republican party, ask- 
ing that Colonel Buck, who was the leader 
of the party in this state, be recognized 
and given a chair in the cabinet. But there 
came a change when Colonel Buck denied 
that he had any ambitions for cabinet 
honors, and the sentiment throughout the 
state turned toward Major Hanson, of 
Macon. Colonel Buck has since been lean- 
ing his efforts in this direction and the 
indications are now said to point to Major 
Hanson. 

Pledger went to Washington with Colonel 
Buek for the purpose of urging that Major 
Hanson be appointed. He went in person. 
it is said, to show that the appointment of 
Major Hanson would be acceptable to all 
factions of the republican party in the 
state. Major Hanson has been an active 
worker in state politics and his appoint- 
ment is now regarded as certain, provided 
a Georgia man is taken. In fact, he is the 
only Georgian of the repwblican party 
whose appointment is being urged. 

The republicans of Georgia claim that 
the state is entitled to a portfolio, as 
some of the hardest work in the southern 
states was accomplished in Georgia. They 
say that heretofore the state has been 
democratic by overwhelming majorities, 
but that the situation has since changed, 
intimating that with the appointmegi of 
a Georgian to the cabinet and other cour- 
tesies shown members of the state party. 
the state could hereafter be placed 
in the doubtful column, with possibilities 
of a republican majority. 

The dangerous opposition that comes to 
Major Hanson's appointment is from the 
friends of H. Clay Evans, of Tennessee. 
Mr. Evans has been a faithful ally of the 
republican party for years, and his work 
has counted in every election. He has been 
an exceedingly clever party leader and his 
friends are working day and night for his 
appointment to a cabinet position. It is 
said that it is reasonably sure that the 
honor will fall to either Hanson or Evans. 
The friends of the Georgian claim it is 
coming their way, and the Tennesseean’s 
friends say the same thing. 2 

Much interest is being manifested in the 
appointments that are to be made under 
the new administration to the government 
offices that are to become vacant. Post- 
masters galore are to be appointed. There 
are a.number of government offices in At- 
lanta to be filled and for each appointment 
there are said to be a score of aspirants. 
In the Atlanta custom house alone are 
many valuable plums which are being 
eagerly sought after by those who claim 
they are entitled to them. 

The candidates are awake and are in the 
field. Peti~ions innumerable have been cir- 
culated and signed and are on file in Wash- 
ington. Many workers have already left 
fo" Washington and many changes are 
expected under McKinley’s administration.

Only Six More Days of Work Left for 
the Legislature, 


WILL ADJOURN ON SATURDAY 


Bills Requiring Three Readings Will 


Not Be Introduced After Today. 


MANY BILLS ARE PENDING IN THE SENATE 


After a.Session of Forty-Nine Days 
the Members Will Go Home To 
Enjoy Christmas. 


After forty-nine days of hard work the 
Georgia legislature will adjourn next Sat- 
urday and the members will return to their 
Fomes to eat Christmas dinners with their 
families and think of the work that has 
been accomplished during the session and 
the bills that were rane and the laws 
that were made. 

The full number of fifty days will not be 
served at this session, and each member of 
the assembly will lose $4 on account of the 
early adjournment. At the close of Satur- 
day’s session Speaker Jenkins appointed 
Messrs. Meldrim, Slaton, Boynton of Chat- 
ham, Dodson and Charters as a committee 
to investigate and report as to the time the 
body would adjourn. This committee will 
make its report this morning in the house, 
and, it is said, will recommend that the last 
day of the session be next Saturday. 

This week will be the busiest of the ses- 
sion, and the law makers will get down to 
hard work for the next six days. Local and 
special bills will have the right of way, and 
no bills that will require three readings 
can be introduced after today. 

The prospect for important general leg- 
islation during the remainder of the ses- 
sion is said to be Sim, matters of a gen- 
eral interest as a rule going over till the 
next session. 

Many bills of importance have been acted 
upon in the house. Among these are the 
general appropriation bill setting aside 
$2,838,000 for the support and maintenance 
of the state government and the several 
public institutions during the next two 
years; the general tax bill, carrying an in- 
crease of 1.65 mills over this year on ac- 
count of increased appropriations, indigent 
pensions, widows’ pensions, lunatic asy- 
lums and other appropriations. The tax 
rate for 1896 is 4.56, while the rate for 1897 
will be 6.21. These two bills are now in 
the senate and must be disposed of this 
week. The house has also passed the wo- 
man’s librarian bill, which has passed the 
senate and will become a law as soon as 
the governor signs it. A number of other 
bills of a general nature have passed the 
house and are still pending in the senate. 

The work of the senate has been trans- 
acted with a‘ dispatch seldom seen.’ The 
bill to make judges and solicitors elective 
by the people was defeated, while the 
anti-barroom bills go over until the next 
session of the legislature in 1897. Appro- 
priation and tax bills will be considered in 
the senate today and for the remainder of 
the. week, while the changes brought by 
Hon. Yancey Carter are still pending in the 
senate. 

“Both the serate and the ‘house will hurry 
through with its work from now on until 
Saturday, in order to accomplish as much 
as possible during the pgesent’ session. 
Many of the members will begin leaving the 
city Saturday evening, and by the following 
Monday nearly, if not quite, all of them 
will have left. 


DR. GRAVES'S FIRST SERMON

He May Be Called To the Pastorate of 
That Church—Will Serve It for 
Three Months. 


Rev. Mr. Graves delivered his first sermon 
as pastor to the Fourth Presbyterian 
church yesterday morning. A large congre- 
gation was present and they listened with 
deep interest to the words of the minister. 
He is a man of fine address and his new 
charge was very much impressed with his 
earnestness and Zeal. 

Rev. Graves is not as yet the regular 
pastor of the Fourth Presbyterian church, 
but has been engaged for a three months’ 
supply by the session of that church. In 
other words, the session, which is com- 
posed of the board of elders, has engaged 
him to fill the pulpit of the church for three 
months, provided that the congregation does 
not in the mean time call a regular pastor. 

But from the manner in which his ser- 
mon was received yesterday it is probable 
that the church will end by calling Rev. 
Mr. Graves himself. He has been in charge 
of the First Presbyterian church of Tam- 
pa,-Fla., for the past two years and he 
was well liked there. He resigned th's 
charge about two months or six weeks ago, 
however, as he thougkt that his work at 
that place had been finished. 

He moved to this city and was asked to 
deliver.a sermon for the Fourth Presty- 
terian church, ‘which he readily did. The 
session was so pleased with him that they 
decided to engage him for a three months’ 
supply and he accepted last Wednesday 
night. The Fourth Presbyterian church 
has been without a pastor since the Ist of 
last July, at which trme the resignation of 
the former pastor, Rev. T. P. Cleveland, 
went into effect. Since that time the church 
has been without a head and it has felt 
the need of one. The congregation, how- 
ever, as well as the board of deacons and 
elders, thought that it was best not to be in 
a hurry about selecting a new pastor, and 
this accounts for the delay which has oc-

RESUME OF. THE CASE 


How It Was Situbbornly Contested 
Until the End. 


WIS WIFE HAS BEEN DIVORED FROM HIM 


She Stood by Him in His Adversity, 
but Evil Reports Concerning Him 
Caused Her To Desert Him.

It is probable that within the course of 
the next few weeks the governor will grant 
a hearing of the application for the pardon 
of W. 8S. Beresford, who is now in the 
penitentiary serving a sentence of six years. 
The application is a gtrong one and has 
on the. petition, which is attached to it, 
the names of many of’ the prominent gen- 


-tlemen and officials of the state. 


Although the crime for which “my lord,” 
as he is generally called, was committed 
more than seven years ago, it is still fresh 
in the minds of the public, and the trial 
was one of the most stubbornly fought and 
most interesting that hasever occurred in 
this state. It will be remembered that 
Beresford suddenly dropped into Rome, Ga., 
where he was well received and made much 
of. He said that he was an English noble- 
man and had quite a sum of money to his 
credit in the Westminster bank, of Lon- 
don. 


never chaimed to be a lord, but whether 
he is or not it is certain that the name has 
clung to him through all of his troubles, 
and he is now known as Lord Beresford. 

Among the people with whom he became 
acquainted in Rome was the family of 
Hamiltons, one of the most influential fam- 
ilies in the state. The Hamiltons were 
engaged in the banking business. After be- 
coming thoroughly grafted into the good 
graces of the Hamiltons, Beresford induced 
them to cash a draft on the Westminster 
bank for £200. They did so and about the 
same time Beresford was called on im- 
portant business to New York. When the 
draft was returned to the bankers marked 
‘no funds” a detective was put on the 
case and he succeeded in locating Lord 
Beresford in New York city, at which place 
he was arrested, 

The question was then raised as to wheth- 
er or not Beresford could be brought back 
to Georgia on such a charge. The supreme 
court of New York decided that he could, 
after the question had been fought through 
many courts, and my lord was brought 
back to the scene of his transgression. It 
was at this point that Mr. Walter Vandiver, 
of Rome; Hon. Linton A. Dean, also of 
Rome, and Hon. W. C. Glenn, of Atlanta, 
took charge of the case. 

Beresford had been extradited for forgery, 
but when he reached this state he was 
prosecuted and convicted for cheating and 
swindling. His tounsel then madeé the point 
that he could not be extradited for one 
offense and prosecuted for another, and they 
accordingly took eut a writ of error, which 
was overruled. .After fighting the case in 
every way imaginable and taking advantage 
of every loophole. that the law afforded, 
Beresford was finally convicted and sen- 
tenced for a term of six years at hard labor 
in the penitentiary. 

When Beresford left Georgia and went 
to New York he made the acquaintance of 
Miss Maude Lilenthal, a young lady of that 
city, and who was an heiress with no small 
fortune. When Beresford was brought back 
to this state the good wishes of his wife 
came with him, and it was her money that 
enabled him to fight.the charges that had 
been brought against him. 

After he had beer® convicted much influ- 
ence was brought to bear on his faithful 
wife to make her secure a divorce, but she 
would not consent to such a thing. How- 
ever, when Beresford escaped from the pen- 
itentiary about two years ago, and the 
report went abroad. that he had been re- 
captured..while in.a heuse of il fame, al- 
though this latter “Charge” js denied by 


Beresford; his wifé' who until this fime had’ 


stood faithfully by him; consented to :iap- 
ply for a divorce, which was granted short- 
ly afterwards. 

About a year ago an-application for par- 
don was argued before the governor by 
Hon. W. C, Glenn, Colonel Hamilton ap- 
pearing for the other’ side, but ‘the governor 
refused to grant it. me time ago he was 
asked to reopep 
but no day has yet been set for the hearing. 
In the meantime petitions for pardon have 
been circulated over the state and they 
have been. ltberally signed.» 

The governor is' not certain when he will 
hear the arguments’ of the counsel, but it 
will not be until the adjournment of the 
legislature. :

MANY IN THE RACE 


Miss Dortch Has Strong Opposition for 
the Chair of State Librarian. 


HER FRIENDS ARE CONFIDENT 


Douglas Glessner, Phil Byrd, John 
Revill and Others Are in the 
‘Field as Candidates.

The passage of the bill before the legisla- 
ture making it possible for the office of 
State librarian to be held by a woman has 
added a keen interest to the race that is 
being made for that position by a number 
of candidates. 

Captain Milledge, the present state libra- 
rian, is a candidate for re-election, and his 
friends are urging the governor to make 
him his own successor, claiming that he 
has been in the office long enough to be- 
come familiar with its workings and is per- 
haps better fitted for the position than he 
would otherwise be on accourft of his famil- 
larity with the details of the office.

Dougias Glessner, editor, of The Griffin 
Datly News, who has been a warm support- 
er of Governor Atkinson and has been of 
great service in both gubernatorial cam- 
paigns. The prominent position in state 
politics which is held by ‘Mr. Glessner and 
his services to the state democratic com- 
mittee has encouraged his friends to be- 
lieve that he is leading in the race which 
has as yet been just begun. 

Mr. Phil Byrd, of Rome, the well-known 
newspaper man, is said to be_in the race, 
aided by a large following of influential 
friends, who are backing him in his claims 
to the office of state librarian. Although 
the race will not be decided until next Sep- 
tember, the friends of Mr. Byrd are very 
sanguine and say that the mantle of Cap- 
tain Milledge will fall wpon his shoulders. 

Editor W. T. Revill, of Meriwether coun- 
ty, is also aspiring to the chair now occu- 
pied by Captain Milledge, and he, too, has 
many friends who predict for him an easy 
victory. Colonel Revill, as well as the other 
candidates in this race, is prominent in 
State political circles, and has been of great 
service to the democratic party in the state. 

In addition to these, of course, Miss 
Dortch, the present assistant state libra- 
rian, is a candidate for Captain Milledge’s 
position. It was not until Miss Dortch was 
appointed assistant librarian that the eli- 
gibility of a woman to the office of state 
librarian was thought of, and she had held 
the position of assistant to the state libra- 
rian some time before the question which 
was settled by the passage of the recent 
bill was agitated. Miss Dortch, since her 
appointment as assistant to Captain Mil- 
ledge, has made many friends in political 
circles, and her friends say her appoint- 
ment will be the solution to the matter. 

Miss Dortch’s friends say she deserves the 
position on account of her faithful service 
in the office she now holds and “rom the 
fact that the recent bill was »ass2d for 
the purpose of making her advancement 
possible. She has a host of friends ¥ ho are 
urging her candidacy and strong pressure 
is being brought to bear upon the governor 
in her behalf. 

In addiffon to the candidates who ‘ave 
been announced, it is said there are many 
other possibilities who have not been 
brought out ®y their friends as yet, ard as 
the months of the new year slip by there 
will be others, no doubt, who will aspire to 
the position. 

The selection of Captain Milledze’s suc- 
cessor is within the jurisdiction of the gov- 
ernor and the appointment will be made 
next summer for the period of four years.

Gives Some Figures as to the Ruin 
Wrought by Rum.

DRAWS SOME PRACTICAL ILLUSTRATIONS 


He Touches Upon Arguments That 
Have Been Advanced Agninst 
Prohibition. 


At Trinity church yesterday morning Dr. 
J. W. Roberts preached a strong sermon 
on “Temperance.” He was greeted by a 
large congregation and he dwelt upon the 
practical side of the question. 

He said in part: 

*“T wish to speak this morning in the in- 
terest of that growing sentiment in Geor- 
gia and throughout the civilized world 
which for some time past has been seeking 
in our state legislature to crystalize itself 
into law, and which will continue to de- 
mand the attention of the legislature until 
satisfactory enactment is obtained. To de- 
fer aciion on the subject from session io 
eession does not destroy the sentiment. It 
Only intensifies it. I allude to the. senti- 


ment in favor of the "better tewuittion) and, - 


if possible, the iotal.prohibition of the 
most diabolical traffic that ever ministered 
to the baser than beastly appetites, and to 
the lower than hellish greed of strangely 
constituted, but immortal man. I need not 
name this traffic. Every one who hears me 
knows that tnere is but one traffic in all 
the world to which such epithets are appli- 
cabje. In comparison with it, the slave 
trade, wherever practiced, is a decent bus- 
iness; for, while the slave trade enslaves 
the body of the slave, it leawes his spirit 
uncorrupted and free. The lMquor traffic 
enslaves, corrupts and damns the whole 


man. 

“There are but two processes by which 
ths traffie can be abolished. One is, the 
slow process of evolution; the other is the 
sometimes almost equally, though not_pec- 
essarily, siow process of legislation. When 
the race reaches a point high enough up 
in its constantly progressing evolution for 
no man to have thé effrontry to violate the 
rinciples of common decency by engaging 
n the traffic. it will cease. But that time: 
will be near the millennium, and that is foo 
long to wait. The only hope, therefore, of: 
this and ssibly a few succeeding genera-; 
tions, is_in legislation. And proper legis- 
lation on the subject will be had in every? 
state so soon as the legislature of that, 
@tate has reached a point high enough up 
in its evolution for its members to know 
their duty and have the courage and the 
conscience to do it. It is gratifying to. 
know that in our present Georgia legisla- 
ture many of the members have already? 
reached this point, and are contending no- 
biy for proper legislation on _ this 
subject. May God increase i their 
number. May the voters of this, 
reat state increase their number. No can- 
idata for legislative honors, whv connives¢ 
at this great ev@l, ought to receive the in-- 
dorsement of the people at the ballot box. 
“It is not. my purpose this morning (to 
advocate the passage of any particular bill, 


ba - 


ever, by virtue of liar circumstances, 
they become heranfal to the public or to 
other individuals. The carrying of con- 
cealed weapons, the building of a hog pen, 
the erection of a magazine for the storage 
of gunpowder, the act of walk about 
with small are all acts.innocent inthem- 
selves; and a man may do. them so long as 
he lives in an isolated state, and does not 
come in contact with other individuals. But 
the moment he enters the social state, and 
these acts begin to endanger the 
health and the lives aad the 
property of ‘others, government ‘Inter- 
poses with dis inhibition and a penalty for 
its violation. You may build a hog pen 
on a farm, but not In the heart of a crowd- 
ed city. Neither can your magazine of 
gurpowder te allowed here. Here also you 
ar> placed undcr rigid quarantine, if you 
have been so unfortunate as to contract 
the disease of smalipox. The-reascon is that 
others have rights that must be respected, 
and it is the function of government to see 
that they are respected. 

‘Now, if the manufacture and sale of 
intoxicating Hquors injure no one but the 
manufacturer and seller, government may 
have no right to prevent them from doing 
these things; but if, on the other hand, tnis 
traflic isharmful to others; if it ‘diminishes 
both the freedom and the goods of others, 
by creating a criminal class to prey upon 
both, and a pauper class to be supported at 
the public expense,’ then, according to the 
principle I have been discussing, sovern- 
ment not only has the. right but is under 
selemn obligation to prohibit this traffic. 
Under such circumstances, ‘the private 
right of sale,’ if there ever was such a 
right, ‘has become subordinate to the pub- 
lic right of protection.’ 

“Now, in conclusion, let me barely touch 
upon one or two other peints. First, the 
matter of revenue. The cry is frequently 
heard, ‘Where will the money come from 
to run the government if we abolish the 
liquor traffic?” Atlanta and other great 
cities have been known to quake over this 
question, ‘Wliat will we do to defray the 
municipal expenses if we lose the license 
tax on barrcoms? <A problem similar to 
this was once propounded to England's 
greatest prime. minister. His reply was: 
‘Give me a sober people, not wasting their 
earnings, and I will know where the rev- 
enue is to come from.’ 

‘At the clese of the year i887, when At- 
lanta had prebtbiticn, the city treasurer 
turned cver to the new council for 18383 a 
surplus of $100,000 in cash, It was never 
so before. I] am not aware that it has ever 
been so since. 

“Sixty million dollars are annually ex- 
pended in this country for the apprehension 
and punishment’ of criminals, made so by 
the liquor ‘traflic;. and 40,000 criminals are 
supported in the prison houses of the coun- 
try at the public expense. Add to this all 
other expenses of government caused by 
the liquor traffic, such as the large amounts 
necessary to provide for the insane and the 
pauper classes that have been made such 
by inter perarce, and you will discover that 
the amount annually expended by govern- 
ment in ecnsequence of this traffic is enor- 
mous. Take the traffic away, and vou re- 
move the cause of thig.expense.. The.reve- 
nues from a sober people will then be 
amply sufficient for purposes of govern- 
ment. 

‘It has been egaid that prohibition does 
not prohibit, and that, therefore, prohibito- 
ry laws should not be enacted; and it is 
claimed by the advocates of this theory 
that it is better to regulate the traffic 
by the license system than to pass laws 
that could not be enforced. I answer this 
by saying: 

“That prohibition is as surccessful in 
prohibiting as the license system is in 
regulating. ‘Phis city had prohibition for a 
brief period, and then returned to the H- 
cense system. I have it on reliable author- 
ity that the cases in the criminal courts 
of the dity during the prohibition period 
were to the cases in the same courts under 
the subsequent system as one to fifty-one. 

‘“‘No true man will hesitate over questions 
of policy when the voice of conscience is 
clear and the path of duty is plain. What 


that may be now pending, or that may 
hereafter be introduced, in the legislature., 
I leave that to the wise and conscientious 
judgment of such wise and conscientious 
men as may belong to that body. 

“Nor will the time allotted to this dis- 
course allow me to do more than empha- 
size two or three propositions. 

“The first is this: The legal prohibition 
of the liquor traffic is not an infringement 
of the individual rights of any citizen of 
this or any other state. 

“There are many who claim that every 
man has a natural right to manufacture 
and buy and sell and drink intoxicating 
liquors; that the state has no right 
to deprive him of this freedom by the pas- 
sage of a prohibitory law. And I apprehend 
that this error is one of .the chief obstacles 
to proper legislation on this subject. 

“That every man possesses individual 
rights: that there is around every man a 
circle ‘which no government ought to over- 
step,’ no sane man will deny. But the right 
to manufacture and sell ardent spirits as a 
beverage does not lie within that circle. If 


any Man ever possessed the natural right 


to do as he pleased, it was in a state of 
isolation from all other individuals; and 
that right was merged in his civil rights 
the moment he passed out of such a state 
of isolation into his socia) state, where he 
became related to other individuals, and 
when his conduct affected other individuals 
and was liable to trespass upon their rights. 
According to John Stuart Mill, Von Hum- 
boldt and other high authorities on politi- 
cal economy, every citizen has the right to 
do anything that concerns himself alone, 
and does not affect the interests of others; 
-but the moment his action injures others, 
his rights cease, and government is under 
obligation to interpose. Or, as justice 
Cooley puts it, ‘Every individual has the 
right to do everything not harmful to the 
public or to otner individuals.’’ Beyond 
this the individual has no rights, either civ- 
it, social, natural or divine. This principle 
underlies all government. Its imforcement 
is the very object for which government 
exists. It has inspired every criminal code 
of every state in the world. Murder, ar- 
son, burglary, libel, perjury, treason are 
prohibited and punished by law, because 
they are prohibited and punished by law, 
because they are harmful to the public or 
to other individuals. 

And on this principle government not 
only prohibits acts which in themselves are 
always harmful to others, but also acts 
which in themselves are innocent, when- 


if prohibition should not completely pro- 
hibit; what if the revenues of government 
sheuld be insufficient; what if my vote 
should prove prejudicial to my re-election 
tor to my business; so long as the blood of 
‘murdered thousands cries to me from the 
earth; so cans as the eyes of the insane 
Stare at me through iron bars: so long as 
wikiowhood in its destitution and its sorrow, 
and orphanage in its tendermess and its 
helgylessness plead with me for deliverance; 
so long as homes are blasted and lives are 
wrecked by’ this diabolical traffic—just so 
long’? will I, and. just so long will every true 
man heed the voice of conscience and the 
voice of God, which urge us to banish this 
\ great evil from the whole face of the earth.”

‘Mr. Christian Wahl Talks of the Geld 
in North Georgia. 


HAS BEEN TO DAHLONEGA 


Talks Interestingly of the Condition 
He Found There. 


DISCUSSES: VARIOUS METHODS OF MINING 


Believes That the Gold Industry in 
Georgia Has a Great Future, 
A Talk With Him. 


The visit of Mr. Christian Wahl, of Mil- 
waukee, to the Dahlonega gold field, may 
result in the rapid development of the gold 
mining interests in the state. He has 
abundant capital with which to prosecute 
the work. 

“It is a question with me whether I 
shall undertake the work of showing what 
can be done in the way of deep miniag in 
the Dahlonega section,” he said. “I am 
getting up in years and the’ development 
of deep mining should have the personal 
supervision of the person who is engaged 
in it. I believe that there would be a larze 
profit in deep mining in Georgla. Thus 
far, all the mining in the Dahlonega belt 
has been on the surface or placer work. 
Nothing has been done below water level, 
because at thirty, fifty ar sixty feet the 
ores usually become refractory and have 
to be treated to get the gold out. 

“When you reach the point of treating 
the cres you eeme to the forks of a road. 
You must decide on the method which you 
will employ. Chicrination its no longer an 
experiment. Its success has been demon- 
strated by Mr. A. Theis, of South Caro- 
tina, and I am told that Mr. A. French 
is using it successfully and profitably at 
the Creighton mine in Cherokee county. 

“There is angther iprecess, however, 
which is said to be cheapér. Yes, I know 
that it has been tried in Georgia with 
indifferent success, but I would not like to 
put the blame on the process, If may have 
been the fault of those who were experi- 
menting with it. In south Africa and New 
Zealand the cyanide prcecess was proved 
to be a success a good while ago. American 
miners had many failures. They experi- 
mented with it on ores for which it was 
not adapted, being lured by the seeming 
possibilities offered. Cheap makeshifts will 
not repay the trouble and expense. AN ex- 
pert says that a cyanide plant properly con- 
structed to handle 100 tons of rough ore 
every twenty-four hours cannot be built 
anywhere in the Rocky mountains for less 
than $75,000, while one to handle two tons 
per hour would cost, say $45,000. It would 
not cost quite so much to build and operate 
a Plant in Georgia on account of the more 
fevorable conditions here. 

“We have in north Georgia gold ore which 
runs as high as the average western ore, 
The west has ore of thigh grade, which is 
very attractive to the speculator, but the 
Georgia ore is more certain to-hold outs 
The solvency of coarse golM in the cya- 
nide solution is slow. The ores especially 
adapted to cyanide lixiviation seem to be 
those of chemically neutral, or slightly 
basic chafacter, in which the gold occurs 
in a very fine state of division. Included 
in these ores are the auriferious calcites of 
mercur, the silicious ores of Cripple Creek 
and many pyrites in which oxidation, has 
not begun. The ores unadapted to the 
cyanide process, I understand, are especial- 
ly those containing coarse gold, those con- 
taining copper, which consumes the ex- 
pensive chemical, potassium cyanide, and 
for the same reason those containing fer- 
rows sulphide or other acid soluble salts. 
With respect to telluride ores, the experts 
have not yet satisfactorily decided. Ex- 
periment has sometime shown a high ex- 
traction from these ores when treated raw, 
and sometimes a surprisingly low extrac- 
tion. The difference is possibly to be-ac- 
counted for in the presence of different 
telluride minerals. The experience of the 
chlorinatcrs at Cripple Creek, where tel- 
luride ores abound, has proved that the 
roasting can be done without significant 
loss of value. Other conditions, however, 
enter in the consideration of the process 
with respect to subsequent leaching with 
cyanide. It may be recognized that the 
ore must be dead roasted. A problem is the 
condition of the gold after the roasting. 
In driving off the tellurium the gold is 
likely to be left in small globules, which 
in“ practice! mining are not soluble in po- 
tassium cyanide. This has “been demon- 
strated in $40 ore. 

“As to the cost of the two processes, 
cyanide and chlorination, where ores are 
equally adapted to the two processes, there 
is a question. It would cost a great deal 
vf money to demonstrate which were the 
sitar method for treating Georgia ores.

Remarkable Swindle of an Old Negress 
‘New in the Station House. 


‘HAS DUPED DOZENS OF LADIES 


‘Claimed To Sell Their Dresses on Com- 


mission, but Kept the Money. 


WALTON’S SHREWD GAME TO (CATCH THER 


‘Recognized the Woman by the Dress 


She Wore--Stolen Goods Being: 
Recovered in Large Lots. 


Hattie Lay, the old negro woman now 
locked in the station house, charged with 
larceny, is in some respects the most re- 
markable character with whom the authori- 
ties have ever had to deal. 

Notwithstanding’ this old negress is sixty- 
four years old and infirm, she can hardly 
walk. She has vrobably stolen more goods 
than any woman previously locked in the 
siation house. 

Already great piles of the dresses which 
ghe has stolen from ladies all over the city 
haye been recovered, and awfit identifica- 
tion at police headquarters. Saturday was 
reception day with the detectives, for all 
day long there was a large attendance of 
lgdies in the reception room identifying the 
dresses they had given to this old woman to 
sell long ago, and had never received the re- 


turns, 

The game Hattie worked was a shrewd 
one. She advertised herself as a dealer in 
second-hand dresses. It visiting the resi- 
dences throughout the city she contracted 
with the ladies to take their clothes and 
sell them on commission, taking 10 per cent 
as her fee. 

The white people generally took her into 
their confidence, and now most of them are 
sorry. The woman would generally make 
the proper returns for the first sale, but 
on the second, she almost invariably took 
the whole amount for her commission, and 
the people she duped never saw her again. 

How She Was Caught. 

For thé last eight months innumerable 
reports have been received at the station 
house of the operations of this old woman. 
The authorities knew from the descriptions 
the same party must have been doing all 
the work, but just how to catch her was 
the trouble. It remained, however, for 
Detective Ed Walton’s fertile brain to solve 
the problem. 

He had been working for weeks to catch 
Hattie and Tiad exhausted almost every 
method known to the profession. Last 
Wednesday afternoon, however, he hap- 
pened to be walking on Peachtree and 
passed an old negro woman dressed within 
an inch of her life in a becoming costume 
of green and yellow.

Then Walton told her his wife had a large 
supply of old clothes on hand she wished 
to sell, and that if Hattie would call the 
next afternoon a trade might possibly be 
effected. Hattie promised she would be 
‘there on time and waddled off, with a char- 
acteristic chuckle over more game. 

She Came on Time. 

The next day, true to her appointment, 
the old woman appeared at Walton’s home. 

“Yes, I am very: glad to see you,” replied 
Walton, “I have often heard of you before. 
In fact so often that I have many times 
wished-the pleasure of meeting you. But 
before we look at my wife’s dresses, I 
have planned for your entertainment a car- 
riage ride, so just come along to the rear 
of the house and we will go together.” 

Old Hattie came near fainting when she 
saw a patrol —— waiting for her, and it 
was not long re she was peeping from 
behind the bars at the station house. She 
has since  eamianeas to her little game with 
remarkable honesty, and divulgés the loca- 
tion of goods she has stolen. She Claims, 
however, she never intended to steal the 
dresses, but was trying to sell them on com- 
mission. She offers to refund all the money 
she owes if time is allowed her, but it is 
probable the time she will get will be in 
the chaingang.
